Spring weight restrictions 
expanding to all state roads 


The Michigan Department of 
Transportation (MDOT) and 
local agencies are enacting addi- 
tional annual spring weight re- 
strictions. Effective at 8 a.m. 
Wednesday, Feb. 22, weight re- 
strictions will be expanded to 
cover all state trunkline high- 
ways for the entire state of 
Michigan, both Upper and Lower 
peninsulas. State routes typically 
carry M, I, or US designations. 

In the restricted areas, the fol- 
lowing will apply: 

- On routes designated as “all- 
season” (designated in green and 
gold on the MDOT Truck Opera- 
tors Map), there will be no reduc- 
tion in legal axle weights. 

- On routes designated as “sea- 
sonal” (designated in solid or 
dashed red on the MDOT Truck 
Operators Map), there will be a 
posted weight reduction of 25 
percent for rigid (concrete) pave- 
ments and 35 percent for flexible 
(asphalt) pavements. 

- All extended permits will be 


valid for oversize loads in the 
weight-restricted area on the re- 
stricted routes. Single-trip per- 
mits will not be issued for any 
overweight loads or loads exceed- 
ing 14 feet in width, 11 axles and 
150 feet in overall length on the 
restricted routes. 

County road commissions and 
city public works departments 
put in place their own seasonal 
weight restrictions, which usu- 
ally, but not always, coincide 
with state highway weight re- 
strictions. Signs are generally 
posted to indicate which routes 
have weight restrictions in effect. 

For weight restriction informa- 
tion and updates, call 800-787- 
8960, or you can access this 
information on MDOT’s website 
at www.michigan.gov/truckers, 
under “Restrictions.” All-season 
routes are designated in green 
and gold on the MDOT Truck Op- 
erators Map, which is available 
online.

Thorp said the building’s concrete 
and stone walls and the fact that 
Castle Farms had a working sprin- 
kler system in the Queen’s Tavern 
kept the fire from destroying the en- 
tire building and spreading to other 
nearby structures. 

Castle Farms general manager 
Anora O’Connor said the heater was 
not a portable electrical heating 
unit, but part of the attic’s electrical 
heating network that was not often 
used and only recently turned on to 
heat up the room to prepare for the 
planned wedding. 

O’Connor said the February 17 
blaze damaged mostly just the 
rafters in the roof of the Queen’s 
Tavern and equates to just less than 
three percent of Castle Farms’ some 
50,500 square feet of combined 
footage in its five primary buildings. 

She noted that the wedding 
planned for the room where the 
blaze occurred was held elsewhere 
on the premises and went off with 
the only “hitch” being the marriage 
itself. 

“We acted fast. Our top priority 
was to take care of our guests,” she 
said. 

O’Connor said she expects the 
damage that occurred in the 
Queen’s Tavern will be repaired and 
the building available in a couple 
weeks. 

Meanwhile, she said it has been 
business as usual for events sched- 
uled at Castle Farms. 

“We are thankful they (firefight- 
ers) were able to quickly control this 
and that nobody was injured,” she 
said.

the circumstances in which large, 
medium, and small sized animals, 
as well as poultry are permitted 
within city limits. 

Concerning poultry, the ordi- 
nance states, “Poultry and 
uncaged birds on a lot having at 
least one-quarter acre for the first 
bird and additional birds at the 
rate of 20 per acre,” are allowed. 

Neighboring Boyne City allows 
the keeping of hens, four per par- 
cel; however, they do not allow 
roosters.

2016 payment to Emmet County of 
$453,600, which brings the total in 
2016 revenue sharing to over 
$980,000. Taken together, the total 
revenue sharing with state and 
local governments for the past two 
years will total over $7.4 million. 

“We are proud to be able to 
make such a significant contribu- 
tion each year to our local commu- 
nity,” said Eric McLester, General 
Manager of Odawa Casino. “Not 
only does the community benefit

through sharing in the revenue 
generated by Odawa Casino, but 
also through the nearly 550 jobs it 
provides to local citizens, both 
tribal and non-tribal.” 

The revenue sharing payments, 
made annually to the state and 
semi-annually to the county, 
began in 1999 and have totaled 
over $50 million to date. Funds 
from the payments to Emmet 
County are used locally to support 
infrastructure projects, education, 
and public safety for the residents. 

In addition to the revenue shar- 
ing payments, the tribe’s casino 
and hotel operations generate tax 
revenue for the state and federal 
government through payroll tax 
and taxes on the goods and serv- 
ices purchased by the Odawa oper- 
ations.

Senate Judiciary Committee approves ‘Billy's Law’ 


The Senate Judiciary 
Committee last Tuesday ap- 
proved Senate Bill 80, which 
would establish Billy’s Law 
in Michigan. The bill would 
help empower law enforce- 
ment by closing a loophole 
that prevents them from ad- 
ministering drug tests or 
from obtaining drug test re- 
sults on at-fault motorists in 
traffic accidents that lead to 
serious injury or death. 

“Criminals should be held 
accountable for their crimes, 
and for the sake of public 
safety, we must act to ensure 
that law enforcement has the 
tools they need to do their 
jobs,” said sponsor Sen. 
Wayne Schmidt, R-Traverse 
City. This is the third time 
Schmidt has introduced the 
bill since becoming a legisla- 
tor. 

SB 80 would improve exist- 
ing law to imply consent for 
at-fault drivers in such acci- 
dents to allow a blood or 
urine test be given, and it 
would also make urine test 
results subject to a search 
warrant in addition to blood 
tests.
